A bill in equity has been filed against 
Lower Merion Township in the Court 
of Common Pleas, Norristown, it he- 
came known this week. The petition 
asks for the removal of the high-ex- 
plosive storehouses from Centennial 
Koad, Penn Valley. The hearing is 
scheduled for 10 o'clock this morning. 

Percival Roberts. Jr., and Guy 
Croyle are the plaintiffs in the suit, 
which is being handled by the law firm 
of Kvans, Bayard & Friels, through 
Attorney Charles \V. Gamble, of Hav- 
erford. 

Agitation for the removal of the 
menace began early in April after the 
Devon disaster. A reporter for this 
paper, learning of the two storehouses, 
took pictures which were published in 
these columns with a description of 
the wooden shack and concrete "pill- 
box." The city papers later picked up 
the story. 

The bill in equity, which describes 
the situation in detail, follows:

The route taken was supposed to have 
led down Meeting House Lane, to this 
camping spot and thence out Mont- 
gomery Avenue, then Old Lancaster 
Road, to Valley Forge.

Unwelcome Summer Visitors 

As the time of the summer exodus approaches when hundreds of 
Main Line students and many residents seek cooler and more lively 
places in which to spend their vacations, there also nears the approach 
of many visitors to the Main Line, probably more this season than ever 
before — and of a most unwelcome type. Reference is made to the Japan- 
ese beetle. 

This pest probably will make its appearance in the city during the 
coming week and by the end of the m< nth will have migrated in increas- 
ing numbers to this fair section. Accordingly property owners are 
warned by Federal Government entomologists to spray early and to take 
other precautions to keep the infestation to a minimum. 

Loren C. Smith, principal entomologist of the U. S. Japanese Beetle 
Laboratories at Moorestown, N. J., issues the following statement: 

"ft is impossible to determine how serious the beetle may become this 
year. But we do know that there will be enough beetles to warrant every 
property owner spraying his fruit, shade and ornamental trees, if he 
wishes to protect the foliage from injury. While in some sections we do 
not expect the beetles to be any more numerous than in other years, yet 
the property owners must not neglect to spray their plants. 

"The beetle infestation will be heavier in some localities than in 
others, depending upon the infestation last season. But if the property 
owners in this territory want to protect their trees and ornamentals from 
injury they should cover the foliage with the sprays that have been found 
satisfactory by the experts here at the laboratory. Very few changes arc 
being made in the spraying recommendation for 1930. The feeding 
periods of the beetles will be from June 25 to August 30.

of land consisting of 17 733/1000 acres 
situated in Lower Merion Township, 
abutting on Centennial Road, a public 
highway leading from the Consho- 
hocken State Road to Mary Waters 
Ford Road. On said tract is main- 
tained a public dump and buildings in 
which explosives arc stored. 

2. Plaintiff Pcrcival Roberts, Jr., is 
the owner of a tract of land comprising 
571 acres situated in Lower Merion 
Township to the west and northwest 
of the above described property of said 
township. Said plaintiff's dwelling 
house is situated on a hill approxi- 
mately one-half mile from said town- 
ship's buildings. 

3. Plaintiff Guy Croylc is the owner 
of a tract of land comprising fifty-two 
acres situated in Lower Merion Town- 
ship to the north of said township's 
property and separated from it by Cen- 
tennial Road. Plaintiff's dwelling 
house is situated approximately 900 
feet from said township's buildings. 

4. To the southwest of said town- 
ship's tract is a thickly populated area 
known as Ashland Heights. The Ash- 
land Public School is situated on a 
high hill approximately one-quarter of 
a mile from said township's buildings. 

5. On the northwest portion of said 
township tract are two buildings 200 
feet apart situated at the foot of a hill 
400 feet from said township's dump 
and a like distance from Centennial 
Road. 

One of said buildings is a loosely 
constructed wooden frame structure, 
the rear of which is raised from the 
ground and rests on wooden supports. 
Said building is approximately 10 feet 
high, 8 feet deep and 10 feet wide and 
is used for the storage of black pow- 
der and other explosives and is of a 
capacity of approximately 4000 pounds. 

The other of said buildings is a 
cement structure, the roof of which is 
frame covered with cement. Said 
building is approximately nine feet 
high, eleven feet deep and nineteen feet 
wide and is used for the storage of dy- 
namite and is of a capacity of 25,000 
pounds. 

6. The land surrounding said pow- 
der magazines and extending to the 
township dump is heavily wooded and 
covered with underbrush. 

7. Said buildings have bven leased 
by the township to the defendant Atlas 
Powder Company for the specific and 
exclusive purpose as places for the 
storage of powder and other explosives. 

Defendant Atlas Powder Company 
and its agent arc maintaining said pow- 
der magazines without license in vio- 
lation of the Township Ordinance ap- 
proved by the Board of Commission- 
ers May 17, 1903. 

8. Centennial Road is a travelled 
public highway. In the vicinity of the 
buildings there is only one dilapidated 
sign giving notice of the contents of 
the buildings. The buildings are not 
fenced off, nor is any watchmen in 
attendance. 

9. Inflammable material deposited 
on the township dump causes it to be 
in a state of continual conflagration, 
so as to constitute a constant fire men- 
ace to the powder magazines. 

10. By the reason of the faulty 
construction of said buildings, the ab- 
sence of any safeguards, the proximity 
of the burning dump and the under- 
brush, the storage of explosives in said 
buildings constitutes a constant men- 
ace of an explosion which would en- 
danger the lives and property of the 
plaintiffs and other residents of the 
community. 

Wherefore plaintiffs pray that this 
Honorable Court declare preliminarily 
until final hearing and finally there- 
after 

1. That the maintenance of said 
buildings by the defendants constitutes 
a nuisance. 

2. That said defendants move forth- 
with the explosives now stored in said 
structures. 

3. That said defendants be re- 
strained from using either of said 
buildings in the future for the storage 
of explosives. 

4. Such other and further relief as 
the nature of the case may require and 
the Court may deem proper.

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Music Talk Feature 
of Chamber Dinner 



The common sense of music was ex- 
plained to the diners at the Ardmore 
Chamber of Commerce banquet last 
Wednesday night by Sigmund Spaeth, 
noted musical critic and lecturer. 

Mr. Spaeth explained the structure 
of simple musical melody, tracing a 
number of popular tunes to their har- 
monic ancestry. In some cases the 
tracing led back through the classics, 
whose melodies are frequently bor- 
rowed by modem writers. 

The descending two-note theme 
found in the call of the European 
cuckoo was given as the first example 
of simple tone structure. At the piano 
the speaker used this theme in its re- 
lation to many well-known tunes, from 
the Japanese Sandman to Beehoven's 
Pastoral Symphony. Combined with 
the call of the Bob White he built the 
theme of another popular song. 

Using three consecutive notes he 
composed a waltz; the four-note theme 
was shown to be the basis of the clock 
melody of the Westminster Chimes, 
familiar to anyone owning a grand- 
father's clock or living within hearing 
of the Merion Title and Trust Com 
pany. "How Dry I Am" has its in 
ception in this sequence. The "Merry 
Widow" waltz is another. 

The five-note theme is the basis of 
much folk music. The song "Always' 
is built of this sequence many times 
repeated, plus the two-note cuckoo 
melody. 

Mr. Spaeth then traced at the piano 
the ancestry of a number of popular 
tunes. "Maytime" was borrowed from 
a Chopin Nocturne; "The Song of 
Love," from "Blossom Time," had its 
origin in the Unfinished Symphony of 
Shubert. 

As a conclusion to the talk, the 
speaker used the famous example of 
"Yes, We Have No Bananas," show 
ing that this thrice familiar ditty of a 
few years ago could boast of four illus 
trious ancestors, as follows: The Hal 
lelujah Chorus from "The Messiah," 
"Bring Back My Bonny to Me," "I 
Dreamt I Dwelt in Marble Halls" from 
the Bohemian Girl and "Seeing Nellie 
Home." Mr. Spaeth played the mod- 
ern resultant hash and sang the origi 
nal words of each theme, with start 
ling results.

Down St. Philips in Morning, 
and Out-Hit, But Bow to 
Dunkirk in P. M. 



GRAHAM BROS. PITCH

Over 1000 Xarberth rooters donned 
winter «arb to brave the bleak and bit- 
ing winds that swept over the Nar- 
berth Hall Park- and saw a pair of 
hard-played contests on Memorial Day 
from which the BorouRh Club emerged 
victor in the morning fuss but fell be- 
neath the bastonading of a great club 
in the matinee performance. St. Phil- 
ips, champions of the North Philadel- 
phia Church League, bowed in the 
morning fray, 6-5, while Dunkirk came 
out of their cellar position in the Main 
Line League by whipping the Davis- 
men six runs to two. 

The great crowd, which turned out 
to witness the Memorial Day festivi- 
ties, began to disperse early in the 
morning combat until but a handful 
of fans remained to see the termina- 
tion of the game. Dark, menacing 
clouds which hovered over the dia- 
mond in the afternoon, sent a good 
many of the fans on their way, spoil- 
ing a gala day of interesting baseball. 
George Graham and his more emi- 
nent brother, Howard, were Manager 
Davis" selections for mound duty in 
this twin bill, the former stopping the 
St. Philips bats in the first game while 
the latter suffered bis second straight 
defeat of the season in the following 
slugfest. 

Vernie Fleck, that grand old man of 
baseball, was Narbertb's unrivalved 
performer against St. Philips when he 
hit Atkinson four consecutive times in 
as many times at bat until the last in- 
ning when he lofted to the infield for 
a fine percentage of .800. Vernie was 
the main figure throughout this con- 
test, especially in the fourth when he 
started his team on a wild scoring 
spree after trailing the foenian since 
the first inning. Kleck slapped a dou- 
ble into right field in the first and third 
frames and scored two pals in the 
fourth by virtue of bis well-timed and 
well placed bingle into his favorite 
space in right. Another lone base 
blow in the last inning brought bis 
percentage to its final standing. Ver- 
nie's batting in the second game was 
also unequalled, Assaulting MxCauley 
three times out of .five times at bat for 
a ,600 mark, *" * 

Ruuilleaii, another veteran of Nar- 
berth baseball, who played for the 
Champions years back, followed very 
close in Vernie's footsteps by equal- 
ling his batting feat but lacking the 
punch and scoring ability of Mr. Fleck. 
The Rube also batted for .800 a triple 
in the second, but after which lie was 
mowed down on the lanes, and three 
uiiproliric hits in the fourth, tilth and 
sixth. 

Mickey Burns now leads the Xar- 
berth batsmen with an average of .<>06. 
while Fleck follows with .600. Xeibler. 
who played only one game with the 
Borough nine, shows a percentage of 
.500, which is not as commendable as 
Curwin' s .428, which was computed 
from six hits out of fourteen times at 
bat. 

St. Philips came to Narberth with 
an enviable record of thirteen victories 
out of sixteen games, but saw their 
winning streak severed by the potency 
of pachyderm bats. They gave George 
Graham a good deal of trouble for a 
while when they bunched three hits 
at the start for two runs but fell back 
in the fourth when the Davismen 
splashed hits all over the diamond for 
five runs. Kubincan started it all by 
singling to the right wing, and Thomas 
was motioned to first by the umpire 
when Pitcher Atkinson balked. 
Young's one-base hit filled the path- 
ways and the Rube scored while Hop! 
was throwing out Graham at first. 
Powell was also expunged, Atkinson 
to Williams, and Curwin singled to 
left to score Young. Humphreys also 
earned a bingle and the latter pair 
dashed over the plate on Fleck's deep 
single. Martin was thrown out, At- 
kinson to Williams. 

Thomas singled in the fifth and 
scored soon after on Powell's infield 
blow', raising the score to 6-0. How- 
ever, the Quaker City nine assembled 
five hits in the sixth and eighth to ele- 
vate their scoring to five runs. Thev 
threatened to tie the mark in the last 
inning, hut Graham tightened up con- 
siderably after allowing two men to get 
on and retired the side with one bit. 
George Graham struck out seven men 
in this game but also showed his weak- 
ness at times, allowing six men to 
walk. Atkinson struck out two and 
walked one. 

* * * 

Dunkirk Game 

Dunkirk was Narbertb's foe in the 
second game to whom thev dropped 
an important league game, although 
they outhit the visitors twelve to nine. 
Dunkirk opened on the Davismen with 
two in the second frame, and the Ror- 
oughites could do nothing until the 
fourth when they evened the situation. 
Rubincan gained admittance to first bv 
virtue of Sullivan's blunder, and YV'allv 
Heckle doubled deep into right field. 
Thomas blanked a n d Rubincan 
counted off Graham's sacrifice fly. 
Heckle started for the pentagon as 
Burns whipped a thorny grounder to 
Sul|ivau who was charged with an- 
other transgression. Curwin fell on 
strikes after which Narberth never 
crosst-d the plate the rest of the game. 

The fifth inning saw the Dunkirk 
Club in a hitting mood, gathering six 



hits in the four innings which ensued. 
After McCauley struck out, Kiker hit 
one past second, but was immediately 
run down at the hot box when forced 
by Cullen. Sullivan came to bat and 
passed a called ball, when Cullen 
started for the keystone on an at- 
tempted steal, Burns threw to second, 
not realizing that the base was left 
unguarded by attendants who were not 
warned of the assist. Cullen dashed 
all the way around the bases for a 
run. Three hits netted the enemy as 
many runs in the last two innings of 
the game. 

Narbertb's defeat at the hands of 
Dunkirk was largely due to the fact 
that the Davismen lost the old punch 
of swatting after placing men on the 
bags. This is shown by the fact that 
the Champions had twelve men left 
stranded on the bases while Dunkirk- 
took access to each hit and left only 
seven players on the lanes.

Journey to Poconos, One of Pennsylvania's Most 

Beautiful Scenic Regions, Mapped by Auto Club 



One of Pennsylvania's most alluring 
scenic regions, especially in spring- 
time, is the Poconos. 

To this treasure trove of enchant- 
ment for the nature lover the Key- 
stone Automobile Club has mapped a 
journey that will prove a most delight- 
ful outing either for a Sunday drive or 
a week-end tour. 

"Lovely vistas open in every direc- 
tion from the top of Mt. Pocono and 
in springtime the pineclad hillsides 
form an attractive picture," says Jos- 
eph Murphy, manager of the Ardmorc 
branch of the club. 

"Mountain laurel, rhododendron and 
other gaily-tinted wild flowers make 
this section a thing of beauty long to 
be remembered by the tourist. Splen- 
did fishing and hunting are found here 
and this popular summer vacation 
haunt has developed into an all-the- 
year-round resort." 

From Ardmore the tour leads north 
through Bridgeport, where the Schuyl- 
kill River is crossed to Norristown. 
National route 122 is used through 
Centre Square and Montgonieryville 
to Doylestown. Turning left into the 



Lackawanna trail, marked as national 
route fill, the travelers proceed 
through rolling farmland to Kintncrs- 
ville and Easton. 

As the main highway through Ban- 
gor and the Delaware Water Gap to 
Stroudsburg is closed because of road 
repairs, the club suggests that the at- 
tractive route through Wind Gap, Say- 
lorsburg and Bartonsville be followed 
to Mt. Pocono. Mountains and lakes 
and innumerable streams are on the 
edge of the town. The early history 
of this delightful section of Monroe 
County, through which the Lacka- 
wanna trail passes, teems with legends 
of the rediuen. Beiore the coming of 
white settlers in 1725, the Poconos 
were the scene of tribal councils. The 
Indians called the section "Minisink." 
It was through Monroe County that 
terrified survivors of the dreadful 
Wyoming massacre made their way 
and it was over these same trails that 
General Sullivan marched his army 
to avenge the slaughter of the whites. 

Northward through Analomink a 
delightful side trip can be made to a 
region that is a paradise for hunters 



and fishermen. The Broadhead, the 
Paradise and many other trout streams 
are close by. Following the Lacka- 
wanna trail, marked as national route 
611, the tour leads northward through 
Tannersville, Scotrun and Swiftwater 
to Mt. Pocono. From this central 
point another attractive side trip leads 
east over State route 615 to Paradise 
Valley. Westward State route 115 
winds through Pocono Summit, Still- 
waters, Naomi Piner to Pocono Lake 
and Blakeslce. 

Mt. Pocono, rising 1769 feet above 
sea level, is the highest point in this 
section. The air is consequently pure, 
dry and invigorating and no other re- 
gion surpasses this section for charm 
of scenery. In May the tree-clad hills 
are also covered with spring flowers 
that adds much to its attractiveness.

Provided, in Ordinance 354, for con- 
struction of branch service sewers on 
tirenox, Hillside and Indian Creek 
Roads, Wynnewood, and Old Lancas- 
ter Road, Bala-Cynwyd. 

Provided, in Ordinances 356-7-8, for 
taking over by the township of Orch- 
ard Road, Merion, and for setting 
curbs on both sides of Orchard Road, 
Cherry Bend and Brookway, all in 
Merion. 

Authorized Treasurer Peter C. Hess 
to collect 1930 taxes for the township, 
on a valuation of $81,222,480, at 12 
mills — $974,669.76. Approved recom- 
mendation by Finance Committee 
Chairman Frank II. Mancill for float- 
ing a temporary loan of $100,000 for 
90 days or more, until tax payments 
commence flowing into the treasury. 



Dangers of Flying Kites Made With Wire or Near 

Electric Poles Stressed by Utility Company 



Kite flying time has arrived. 

Realizing that thousands of boys in 
Philadelphia and the suburban Jistricls 
are engaged, at this time of year, in 
the popular Ben Franklin sport, the 
Philadelphia Electric Company has is- 
sued a warning against the use, by the 
boys, of wire in flying kites. School 
supervisors and teachers have been re- 
quested to co-operate with the com- 
pany in the elimination of danger in 
kite flying. 

The company has sent the following 
letter to school authorities: 

"We ask your co-operation in bring- 
ing to the attention of the boys in your 
school the hazards involved in the use 
of any kind of wire or metallic strings 
in the flying of kites. There are three 
particular hazards in kite flying which 



can be largely overcome by co-opera- 
tion and supervision of schools ai d 
parents. The first is the flying of kites 
near electric wires, the second the use 
of wire, either in the strings or in the 
construction of the kites, and the third 
is the climbing of electric light poles 
to rescue a kite entangled in the wires. 

"Last year, marathon kite flying was 
very popular with boys in all sections 
of the country and it promises to be 
even more popular than ever this year. 
Where these are held, it is essential 
that the boys select flying fields which 
are some distance from electric light 
wires so there will be no possible 
chance of the kite striking electric light 
wires. 

"If the boys can be taught to fly 
their kites well awav from these elec-| 



trie lines, to use neither wire strings 
nor any other metal in the construction 
or operation of the kite, to be sure 
also that the string is kept dry and to 
refrain from any effort to rescue kites 
caught in aerial lines by climbing poles, 
kite flying will be as safe as it can 
possibly be made. 

"We also direct your attention to the 
following quotation from the Hand 
Book for boys, published by the Boy 
Scouts of America: 

"Kite flying is a fascinating sport, but 
it has its particular perils. Never use 
a wire string in flying, since contact 
with an overhead charged wire might 
mean death or a serious accident. Fly 
the kite preferably in an open field, far 
from overhead wires. Speaking of 
wires in general, report broken ones 
to the police at once — one can never 
tell how dangerous they arc — avoid 
handling wires hanging from trees or 
poles and do not climb such objects, 
if they carry wires." 



County Increase 66,207; 

Population Is 265,517 

Announcement yesterday that Mont- 
gomery County has a population of 
2')5,517 was made by Census Super- 
visor Monroe Anders, of Ardmorc. 
This is a gain in population since 1920 
of 66,207. The former figure was 199,- 
310. This is slightly over 33 per cent., 
or one-third, increase. The largest 
growth of population is shown in the 
Main Line, Old York Road and North 
Penn sections; with Norristov-n show- 
ing the smallest increase. 

Agriculture in the county is rapi lly 
diminishing, chiefly because of realty 
developments. There are now 2653 
farms as compared with 4840 in 1920 
and 5860 in 1910. 

Montgomery is now in the class of 
third-class counties having a popula- 
tion between 250,000 and 800,000. 
Other counties in this class are Lacka- 
wanna, Luzerne and Westmoreland.

The Philadelphia district in- 
cludes Chester, Delaware, Montgom- 
ery and Philadelphia counties. The 
Karberth library makes a practice of 
sending both its librarians to every 
meeting.. .
